Sir, —  In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  trustees 
of  The  Boston  City  Hospital  present  the  following  report 
of  its  condition  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1942. 

This  is  the  seventy-ninth  annual  report  of  the  Hos- 
pital Department,  which  consists  of  the  Main  Hospital, 
the  South  Department  for  contagious  diseases,  the 
Sanatorium  Division,  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station. 
The  Convalescent  Home,  which  was  operated  from  1890 
to  1932,  is  at  present  closed.  The  Haymarket  Square 
Relief  Station  has  been  in  custody  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  since  May,  1938.  The  West  Department 
was  transferred  to  the  Public  Works  Department, 
February,  1939. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  was  organized  on  May  4,  1942, 
by  election  of  Mr.  Carl  Dreyfus  as  President,  and 
Dr.  Martin  J.  English  as  Secretary. 

Dr.  Martin  J.  English  was  reappointed  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  for  the  term  ending  April  30,  1947. 
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Expenditures. 


The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital,  excepting  Sanatorium  Division,  during  the 
fiscal  year  were  $3,498,032.07.  Of  the  total  operating 
expenses,  $2,905,708.12  was  expended  on  the  hospital 
proper  and  its  subdivisions;  $276,851.18  on  account  of 
the  Out-Patient  Department;  $283,011.16  on  account 
of  the  South  Department;  $25,913.12  on  account  of 
the  East  Boston  Relief  Station,  and  $5,948.49  was 
spent  by  the  Works  Progress  Administration  for  pur- 
chase of  supplies  and  materials  for  hospital  building 
renovation,  and  $600  for  Civilian  Defense. 

Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Pathological  Laboratory, 
$75,221.21,  $72,212.36  is  included  in  the  hospital  proper 
expenditures,  $1,504.42  in  the  Out-Patient  Department, 
and  $1,504.43  in  the  South  Department  expenditures. 
The  entire  amount  spent  on  the  Thorndike  Memorial 
Laboratory,  $71,889.28,  is  included  in  the  hospital 
proper  expenditures.  Of  the  $94,277.78,  total  amount 
spent  on  the  X-Ray  and  Photographic  Department, 
$42,425  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and  $51,852.78 
to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the  total  amount 
spent  on  the  Department  of  Physical  Therapeutics, 
$21,068.61,  $4,213.72  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper, 
$16,644.20  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  $210.69 
to  the  South  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on 
the  Department  of  Immunology,  $5,600.17,  $56  is 
charged  to  the  hospital  proper,  $4,984.15  to  the  Out- 
Patient  Department  and  $560.02  to  the  South  Depart- 
ment. Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Clinical  Laboratorv, 
$31,250.50,  $29,375.47  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper 
and  $1,875.03  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of 
the  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Surgical 
Research,  $12,822.91,  $6,411.45  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper  and  $6,411.46  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department 
of  Oral  Surgery,  $8,436.55,  $1,265.48  is  charged  to 
the  hospital  proper  and  $7,171.07  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Depart- 
ment of  Social  Work,  $60,457.01,  $30,228.50  is  charged 
to  the  hospital  proper,  $29,623.93  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department  and  $604.58  to  the  South  Department. 
Of  the  amount  spent  in  ascertaining  the  settlement  of 
patients,  $5,010.85,  $4,760.31  was  spent  on  the  hospital 
proper  and  $250.54  on  the  South  Department.

In  Table  No.  2  the  expenditures  of  the  hospital 
proper  and  the  South  Department  are  combined  under 
the  title  "Main  Hospital." 

Paying  Patients. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  collected  for 
the  care  and  treatment  of  patients  of  all  classes,  except- 
ing those  at  the  Sanatorium  Division,  the  sum  of 
$358,281.26. 
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Contracts. 

The  contract  of  the  Otis  Elevator  Company  for  fur- 
nishing Otis  Elevator  Service  to  elevators  was  renewed 
for  the  year  1942,  in  the  sum  of  $11,460. 

The  contract  of  Benjamin  B.  Hatch  for  monthly 
inspection  of  auxiliary  Fire  Alarm  System  was  also 
renewed  for  1942  in  the  sum  of  $50  per  month. 

A  contract  for  modernization  of  the  Electric  Dis- 
tribution System  in  Power  Plant  was  awarded  on  Febru- 
ary 13,  1942,  to  the  M.  B.  Foster  Electric  Company  in 
the  sum  of  $29,115.95. 

This  contract  was  to  have  been  completed  on  July  8, 
1942,  but  because  of  priorities  the  contractor  has  been 
obliged  to  have  his  time  extended  to  April  1,  1943. 

During  the  year  1942,  the  sum  of  $17,088.25  was  paid 
to  the  contractor  on  account  of  this  contract. 

In  addition  to  the  above  payment  to  contractor,  the 
sum  of  $1,627.48  was  paid  to  James  H.  Ritchie  and 
Associates  for  Architectural  and  Engineering  Services 
rendered  in  connection  with  this  contract. 

On  February  20,  1942,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$6,325  was  awarded  to  the  Patterson-Kelley  Company 
for  installation  of  hot  water  heating  equipment  in 
Laundry  Building. 

This  contract  was  completed  and  accepted  on  May  6, 
1942,  and  final  payment  made  to  the  contractor. 

Plans  are  now  under  way  for  the  installation  of  an 
Edison  Stand-by  Service  at  the  Hospital.  It  is  hoped 
that  this  work  will  be  started  early  in  the  year  1943. 

Gate  Lodge  Building. 

The  contract  of  the  Viking  Automatic  Sprinkler 
Company  for  installation  of  sprinklers  in  Old  Gate 
Lodge  Building  (Nurses'  Dormitory)  was  completed 
and  accepted  March  1,  1942,  at  a  total  cost  of  $2,625. 
This  was  paid  from  Work  Relief  Program  Funds. 

During  the  year  1942,  James  H.  Ritchie  and  Asso- 
ciates was  paid  the  sum  of  $2,500  for  architectural  and 
engineering  services  rendered  in  connection  with  the 
conversion  of  old  Gate  Lodge  Building  into  a  Nurses' 
Dormitory.  The  total  amount  paid  to  date  for  these 
services  is  $5,000,  this  amount  having  been  paid  from 
Work  Relief  Program  Funds. 


Hospital  Department. 


Works  Projects  Relief  Administration. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  added  to  the 
Hospital  budget  the  amount  of  $5,948.49  for  the 
purchase  of  supplies  and  materials  for  emergency 
relief  projects,  the  Works  Projects  Relief  Administra- 
tion paying  the  salaries  of  the  workers. 

A.  Shuman  Memorial  Fund  for  Care  of  Men 
Patients  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 

To  the  $100,000  bequeathed  by  the  late  Abraham 
Shuman,  $49,948.22  has  been  added  to  January  1,  1943, 
making  the  total  amount  available  on  that  date, 
$149,948.22. 

Charles  H.  Tyler  Fund. 

The  $1,000,000  bequest  of  the  late  Charles  H.  Tyler 
is  being  received  in  bonds  and  cash.  Up  to  January  1, 
1943,  $1,244,101.17  has  been  delivered  to  the  City 
Treasurer.  This  fund  will  be  used  for  the  erection  and 
maintenance  of  a  surgical  research  building  to  be  named 
in  honor  of  the  late  Dr.  George  G.  Sears.
